Truck, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $165,000.00 in bonds or 
notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 
33) and to authorize the Municipal Officials to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon. (2/3 Ballot vote required) 
(Selectmen Recommend)

Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Seven Thousand Five Hundred dollars ($7,500.00) for the purpose of purchasing 


a new multifunction photocopier for the Municipal Offices.

Article 9: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Thirteen 
Thousand Five Hundred Thirty dollars ($13,530.00), which is 39% of the total 
cost, to purchase a new police cruiser. This article is contingent upon passage of

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Select Board Report 


We would like to start by thanking our Town staff and volunteers who continue 
to make Temple the terrific town that it is. They assure our public safety, 
maintain our books, records and town infrastructure, work to keep living here 
affordable and provide opportunities for culture and entertainment. 


The largest challenge continuing to confront your Selectmen is maintaining 
a reasonable tax rate in tough economic times. We have kept the Town portion 
of the tax rate flat for a number of years and as the following chart demonstrates, 
the county and state portions have been reasonably controlled as well.

The issue is the school district. Despite the dramatic decline in the number of

students, the District’s spending is increasing at a time when the State’s support 
for education is declining. Working with the Selectmen’s Advisory Committee 
to ConVal we have pointed out several large opportunities for cost savings that 
would have no effect on the education delivered to our children. We thank 
David Martz and Gail Cromwell for their efforts on our behalf and urge more 
residents to get more involved in ConVal’s financial affairs. 


On December 24, 2012 we received a copy of a petition to the State from a 
Texas based commercial wind farm developer proposing that they be allowed 
to bypass Temple and New Ipswich’s zoning ordinances for a project on Kidder 
Mountain. Both our Select Board and Planning Board voted unanimously to 
contest the petition, as did both Boards in New Ipswich. The two towns are now 
working together to retain local control of this development. 


One of the most important and costly components of our town infrastructure 
are our bridges. We have been fortunate in recent years to receive 80% funding 
from the State for the West Road and now Converse Road bridges. We have

been working with Tim Fiske and the State for the past few years on the first 
Converse Road bridge and expect to complete that work in 2013. Tim has 
inventoried all of our other bridges and a plan is coming together to repair/ 
replace them as cost effectively as possible because we don’t expect to be on the 
State funding list for quite some time. 


We would like to recognize the Temple Historical Society for their work 
in improving the accessibility of the Temple Glass Works. With new signage 
planned for this spring we anticipate that all Temple residents will want to take 
the short hike to visit our National Historic Site.

Capital Improvements Program Report 


The New Hampshire legislature established RSA 674:5-8 to encourage 
towns to develop Capital Improvement Plans in order to anticipate and plan 
financially for major expenses. Temple’s first Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) 
was developed in 2004 with assistance from all of the Town’s Departments. The 
resulting plan was intended to be a living document that would be updated 
each year to reflect the town’s changing needs. The CIP has updated that plan 
in each subsequent year providing recommendations to the Select Board for 
consideration at Town Meeting. 


The CIP committee’s goal is to try and keep the Capital Improvements 
budget as flat as possible, while emphasizing protection of current infrastructure 
and town services. 


In 2012 the CIP Committee met with each Town department to review 
and discuss all potential revisions for the 2013-2022 CIP Plan. In order to keep 
pricing of capital expenditures current, the CIP is requesting annually that each 
department provide up-to-date written quotes. To assure continuity of discussion 
from year to year each department will be provided a CIP Expenditure Request 
Form and these forms will be kept on file. 


The Committee made a significant change in planning for the work needed 
on our bridges, to both reduce cost and improve timeliness. Working with Road 
Agent Tim Fiske and the 2010 Bridge inventory, the committee considered for 
each bridge whether replacement or repair would be appropriate. The result 
is a prioritized list of recommended work to be done. A CIP Bridge Inventory 
(addendum #2) is now part of the CIP Report and the applicable bridges are 
included in both the narrative and spread sheet. 


For 2013, the ongoing bond payments are: 


Town Government: The Skladany Land: The Town of Temple voted to 
purchase this land in March of 2005. The 2013 bond payment is $46,146, with 
the final payment scheduled for 2015. 


Highway Department: Road Grader: The Town’s grader was purchased in 2009. 
The final payment of $40,000 will be made in 2013. 


For 2013, the CIP Committee recommends the following new projects: 


Highway Department: The CIP Committee recommends that the 1997 
International 6-Wheel Dump Truck be replaced in 2013 with an International 
6-Wheel Dump Truck. The CIP recommends a warrant article for $165,000 for 
this truck. 


Capital Improvements Program Report 


Highway Department: Bridges: 


Converse Road #1: The CIP recommends a warrant article for the replacement 
Converse Road #1 bridge. The estimated cost as of January 23, 2013 is $584,000. 
The State has agreed to fund 80% or $467,200 of the cost of rebuilding Converse 
#1. The town portion amounts to $116,800. Road Agent, Tim Fiske is in process 
of negotiating with the engineer and the state to reduce these costs. The CIP 
expects an adjustment of these numbers. Aware that the town has previously 

set aside funds for what is expected to be a substantial portion of its share, the 
committee has chosen to conservatively show the full $116,800. 


Converse Road #2: The CIP recommends a warrant article $15,000 for the 
repair of Converse #2 bridge. 


Police Department: The CIP recommends a warrant article for $13,529 which is 
Temple’s share of a Police Cruiser for the Temple-Greenville Police Department. 


Town Government: The CIP Committee recommends a warrant article for 


$7,342 for a photocopier in 2013. 


Financing: The graph below shows the scheduling of infrequent large expenses, 
shown in red. Financing can be used to spread these expenses over time, as 
shown in blue. Given the extremely low interest rates that are available in 
2013, the committee recommends that the Board of Selectmen give serious 
consideration to bonding many of this year’s items.

We had about 10 storms come through in January, but the snow total was only 
15 inches for the month. The sap from the maple trees started to run by February 
Ist. February stayed warmer than normal and very dry with only about 6 inches 


of snow. 


March “came in like a lion” with 12 inches of snow in the first 3 days. It 
was 70° by the 8th of the month and we had mud. We had time, due to the 
mild winter, to cut brush and low hanging limbs along the sides of the roads. 
If not for the 24 inches of snow in the storm on October 29, 2011, this winter 
would have gone into the record books as having the least amount of snow ever 
officially recorded here. 


Everything dried out fairly fast and we did our spring cleaning and road 
grading. The Putnam Rd. bridge was closed indefinitely to motor vehicles due to 
unsafe conditions. We replaced a couple of culverts that were failing. Webster 
Hwy. and the paved section of North Rd. were sand sealed. 


Our summer projects included having a company come in to pour a new 
cement abutment under the west side of bridge #2 on Converse Rd. A large 
section of Old Firehouse Ln. was dug up and rebuilt. We took down 6 of the 
large maple trees on the Common that had died. Their failure was blamed 
mostly on the drought conditions over the past couple of years. 


Main St. and the Municipal parking lot were chip sealed. Colburn Rd. out to 
Howard Hill Rd and Old Firehouse Ln were paved then sand sealed. We spread 
approximately 2000 tons of gravel on various roads and installed over 1000 feet 
of underground drainage over the spring and summer months. 


Hurricane Sandy hit the East coast on October 29, 2012 and devastated parts 
of New Jersey and New York. Temple got about 5 inches of rain with 50-60 
MPH winds. We had trees downed and tangled in the power lines in half a dozen 
locations. The power was out in some parts of town for 3-4 days. All in all, we 
fared well compared to people south of us. 


November and December were fairly mild. The ground didn’t really freeze 
until mid-December. We had very little snow until just after Christmas when 
we finally had a couple of storms and about 12-14 inches of snow with nice cold 
temperatures. 


Highway Department Report 


Our plan for 2013 is to rebuild bridge #1 on Converse Rd. This bridge is 
actually a steel arch that was put in probably in the 1950’s and is starting to 
rust severely along the bottom edge. We plan on replacing it with a cement box 
culvert. We hope to do this around July or August when the water levels are at 
the lowest. 


Our other summer projects will be to shim and seal Colburn Rd. from 
Howard Hill to the Wilton town line and shim and seal East Rd. We will 
probably add a few new culverts to the gravel section of East Rd.

2012 was clearly marked as a year of growth and improvement for this 
department. With building improvements, recruitment/retention programs, 
and Emergency Medical Services educational programs, we have continued to 
overcome challenges that our membership has faced. 


2012 was also a year of change in staffing patterns on Wilton Ambulance. We 
used to take on only licensed EMT’s to volunteer. As part of a new recruitment 
program, we opened up a new position, “Drivers”, to recruit personnel prior to 
becoming an EMT. This new position put interested volunteers through a driver 
training program and equipment familiarization program, supplementing the 
two EMT’s that are already staffing the ambulance. This program gives a new 
member exposure to Emergency Medical Services prior to going through an 
EMT Program. We presently have five Drivers on the service. 


Wilton Ambulance started its second EMT Course in November. This 
class is scheduled to graduate in March, and complete their state and national 
exams in April. The class started with ten students, of which, four are Drivers 
for Wilton Ambulance. We wish them the best of luck. We already have one 
additional student that wants to volunteer with us, so these classes are working 
as a good recruitment tool as well. 


We continued to perform building improvements on the over forty year old 
building on Forest Road. We replaced the roof on the building and put in a 
water filtration system. The water system was at no cost to the taxpayers, and 
came out of the Florence Wheeler Fund. Now the shower is functional, the 
water is drinkable, and it has led to better living and working conditions for 
service members. In 2013, we are in need of replacing the 1970’s army surplus 
generator that was obtained approximately fifteen years ago. This generator has 
outlived it usefulness, and we are unable to obtain parts to get it operational and 
reliable. 


As always, I want to thank our volunteer, and per-diem personnel for staffing 
the two ambulances. Whether on call or off-duty, Wilton Ambulance members 
stepped up to cover the calls for service. Due to their dedication, our response 
times have also decreased. This is due to the membership being ready at a 
moments notice when their radio goes off to respond to a request for medical

assistance. Our average response time has dropped by almost a complete minute 


(55 seconds), from 2011 to 2012. 


In 2012, we saw 465 patients; this is a 6% increase in call volume from 2011 
(438 patients).

For the tax year April 1, 2011 through March 31, 2012, the Town received 
seven Reports of Wood or Timber Cut. Yield taxes assessed for these harvesting 
operations totaled $2,554.24 As of January 15, 2013, ten Intents to Cut have 
been filed with the Town for the current tax year. Over the past year and as 
we begin 2013 we continue to see a reasonable demand for forest products in 
our area. Good quality white pine and hemlock continue to command a strong 
stumpage price. Softwood & hardwood pulp are also very much in demand. 
Pricing on red oak and other hardwood continue to be stable and show strong 
demand but are still considerably down from their peak of 11 years ago. 


The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to this 
is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel wood 
for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions an 
individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax year runs from 


April Ist to March 31st. 


The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 
by May 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. This value is not 
based on the actual price paid for the forest products but on average values 
provided by the State. If the job is not completed by March 31st or did not 
take place, a Report of Cut must still be filed by May 15th. At that time a new 
Intent to Cut should be filed to renew the permit. If the job is not completed 
by March 31st but will be completed by June 30th, a 90-day extension may be 
granted without having to renew the permit. To do this the Selectmen must be 
notified in writing by the Owner, prior to May 15th. Finally, during a harvesting 
operation, if the volumes to be harvested are going to exceed the estimated 
volumes on the original Intent to Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed 
immediately showing the additional estimated volumes. 


Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are 
State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 
regarding this or the permitting process, you can contact me through the 
Selectmen’s Office.

Forest Fire Warden Report 


Forest Fire Warden & State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk 
and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit 
is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) 
a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely 
covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services 
also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us 
for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. 
Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests G Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online 
at www.nhdfl.org. 


Due to a record warm winter and little snow, our first fire occurred on February 
4th with several more early fires to follow. Normally a large percentage of the 
warm windy days with low humidity occur when the ground is saturated from a 
long snow covered winter. By the time the surface fuels and ground dry out enough 
to burn, we only have a few weeks until “green up”. This year however we had an 
extended period of these favorable spring fire conditions. Our largest fire in the 
state was 86 acres. The average size fire was .6 acres. Extensive summer rains kept 
total acreage burned to near normal levels . 


As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have 
limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III 
or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, 
our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several 
structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire 
spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was 
especially high. Several of the fires during the 2012 season threatened structures, 
a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Please help 
Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being 
fire wise and fire safe!

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P lanning Board 


Although there was little activity regarding subdivisions or lot lines, 2012 was 
a very busy year for the Planning Board. 


After the election in March, the following officers were elected for the year: 
Chairman — Rose Lowry; Vice Chairman — Allan Pickman; and Secretary — 
Randy Martin. 


We established an agenda for the year, which included reviewing updates for 
the Master Plan; updating our Wind System applications; reviewing our Zoning 
Ordinances for unclear language; and considering Light and Noise Ordinances. 


Prioritizing this agenda became easier when we applied for and received a 
generous State Community Planning Grant designed to assist us in reviewing 
our Zoning and creating new Ordinances. We then launched into developing 
surveys and held public forums to solicit as much public feedback as possible. 
From that feedback, and from the research done with our Grant, we decided to 
offer 5 Zoning Amendments for vote: Aquifer Protection, Wetlands Protection, 
Night Sky Protection, Refined Definitions, and housekeeping updates to the 
current Zoning Ordinances. A tremendous amount of effort was made by every 
member of the board to pull all this together. 


In the heat of these preparations, we very unexpectedly received a package on 
Christmas Eve that informed us that Pioneer Green — now known as Timbertop 
Wind — was petitioning the State Site Evaluation Committee, requesting that 
the state take jurisdiction of their Wind Energy project, which now apparently 
was back in full swing. After the effort put into creating a Large Wind Energy 
System ordinance for Temple last year, and the overwhelming affirmative vote 
(over 80%) received for it in March, the Planning Board, along with the Select 
Board, has decided to devote energy and resouces into fighting to retain local 
control of this project. You will be hearing more of this in the coming year! 


I offer deepest gratitude to my fellow board members and to Betsy Perry for all 
their hard work and dedication during the past year.

The Temple Town Forest was a continuing topic of meetings throughout 
2012. Eric Foley’s study of the Forest for his college capstone project included 
making a timber survey and new maps, meeting with John Nute of UNH 
Cooperative Extension, interviewing TCC members about the Forest, and 
talking with people who use the Forest for walking and tapping maple trees. 
As TCC members discussed Eric’s excellent work documenting the uses and 
importance of the Town Forest, they realized that this was the appropriate 
time to propose a warrant article for a conservation easement to ensure the 
future protection and right uses of this property. They asked the Monadnock 
Conservancy if they would consider holding the easement. After visiting the 
Forest and investigating its features, the Conservancy enthusiastically offered 
to accept an easement if it is approved by the Temple voters. TCC members are 
intending to draft this warrant article for the Town Meeting in 2014. 


Other activities of the Commission in 2012 included: 


e Hosting a dozen seniors from ConVal for a work project of clearing old 
cross-country ski trails on Temple Mountain. 


e Meeting with staff of the Society for Protection of NH Forests to discuss 
easement possibilities. 


e Staying informed about a potential wetlands development project in 
Temple. 


e Meeting with the Planning Board Chairperson to discuss their use of the 
Water Report, commissioned by the TCC, in developing new zoning 
regulations. 


e Carrying out yearly responsibilities of trail maintenance, General Miller 
Highway cleanup, and monitoring of easements. 


The Commission welcomes visitors to their meetings on the second Monday 
of every month, 6:00 PM, in the Annex. There are openings for alternate 
members. Come check out the variety of engaging tasks and satisfying work of 
protecting and enhancing our natural environment and rural character.

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Temple Economical Energy Committee 


Temple’s Energy Committee expanded our Recycling and Free Home 
Weatherization Programs in 2012, and continued providing news to our residents 
about cost-cutting opportunities for home energy efficiency improvements and 
renewable energy upgrades. We also created a subcommittee to focus on helping 
our community increase its adaptability and sustainability through challenging 
times. 


TEEC members conducted all the recycling for Good Roads Day, Harvest 
Festival, Town Meeting, 4th of July, VGC’s Rock Concert & Dance, and the 
Recreation Committee’s Music Festival, along with recycling all the bottles 
and cans from the Temple Elementary School throughout the school year and 
encouraging residents to recycle their paper at the Paper Retriever receptacle at 
the school. 


Our Free Home Weatherization Program no longer requires recipients to be 
fuel assistance-qualified. We reduced our eligibility process to a simple, common 
sense assessment enabling us to serve more residents. 


At our Harvest Festival booth, in the Newsletter, at a special event we held 
in July, and on our website, www.teec.info, we highlighted updated information 
for residents on state and regional programs offering special or reduced pricing 
for home weatherization work, the installations of solar energy systems as well as 
advanced weatherization workshops and hands-on trainings. 


Our new subcommittee, the Temple Community Collaborative (TCC), chaired 
by Cathy Joly, is moving forward. Its mission is “rebuilding the local economy”, 


New Field Farm 
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focused on assisting the community through a transition toward more sustainability, 
self-sufficiency, and resilience in adapting to the realities of economic and climate 
crises, volatile fuel prices, peak oil, and disruptive weather events. 


Already, TCC has 1) offered classes in canning and food preservation, taught 
by Sandra Wildes, and a class on sewing “window blankets” to keep out the 
cold night air, taught by Priscilla Wheeler; 2) shown the film, “Queen of the 
Sun” at Town Hall, about the importance of restoring health to the world’s crop 
pollinators—honey bees, as they struggle with “colony collapse syndrome”. Local 
bee-keepers, the Thorngrens, followed with a presentation on healthy bee- 
keeping and offered steps we can take in our own backyards to help strengthen 
Temple’s honey bee colonies; and 3) started a Local Business, Farms and Services 
Guide to encourage local shopping for products and services. It will also support 
Time Banking, the no-cash exchange of skills and products in these difficult 


economic times.

Library Circulation for 2012: 
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Temple Town Hall Advisory Committee 


The Temple Board of Selectmen (BOS) established the Temple Town Hall 
Advisory Committee (TTHAC) in 2010 to act as stewards of this town building, 
in an advisory capacity to the Board of Selectmen. 


The primary purpose of the TTHAC is to assist in monitoring the use and 
condition of the Town Hall, advising the Select Board on any issues arising that 
might impact the building’s functionality or appearance. This will ensure that 
the facility remains a vibrant community center for education, enrichment and 
general enjoyment, and that its historic, functional and financial values are 
protected on behalf of all current and future Temple residents. Additionally, 
this will assist the Town in fulfilling its obligation to preserve the Town Hall in 
the same structural condition and state of repair as when its rehabilitation was 
completed, in accordance with but not limited to, the terms of the Stewardship 
Agreement that exists between the Town of Temple and the NH Land and 
Community Heritage Investment Program (LCHIP). Extending beyond the 
LCHIP agreement timeframe, the existence of this advisory committee will 
ensure that the same spirit of Town Hall stewardship is carried forth, and that 
the preservation of this building continues in perpetuity. 


In April 2012, the TTHAC welcomed Julie Middleton to the committee to 
replace Honey Hasting who did not wish to seek reappointment. Ron Pulos, 
whose term also expired in April, elected to submit a request for reappointment, 
which was approved by the BOS in April. 


In June 2012, the Main Hall’s oak flooring was sanded and refinished, at a 
cost of $1,925. The contractor suggested that an annual maintenance program 
would help preserve the wood floor better going forward, and avert the need for 
performing more extensive work all at once, as was required this time. 


In the fall, Tedd Petro touched up several smaller areas of the Town Hall’s 
exterior paint. These were areas of concern noted in last year’s TTHAC report. 
We sincerely thank Tedd for the generosity of his time, effort, and expertise! 


During our October 2012 meeting, the TTHAC conducted its annual 
inspection of the Town Hall. In addition to assuring that the building continues 
to remain in excellent condition, the inspection results are used to complete

the Town’s annual report to LCHIP. While the overall condition of the facility 
does remain excellent, it was noted that additional areas of exterior paint are 
beginning to blister and peel. The south (church), north (library), and east 
(front) sides of the main building are all in need of maintenance. A quote for 
these repairs was obtained and will be addressed by the BOS. The cost for this 
work will fall within the scope of being considered a “maintenance” item, not a 
capital improvement. 


In November 2012, the TTHAC drafted the “LCHIP Historic Resources 
Annual Monitoring Report” and submitted it to the BOS for their review and 
approval. The report was transmitted to Concord on November 26th, fulfilling 
the Town’s annual obligation to LCHIP.

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Village Green Committee 


The VGC met in April through June of 2012 to discuss the future of the 
Harvest Festival and, more generally, the future of the VGC. The committee 
felt that issues such as staffing and insurance were of serious concern and it 
was agreed that the Temple Volunteer Fire Department would oversee the 
2012 Harvest Festival. It was also determined that it was time to consider a 
reorganization/restructuring of the VGC. 


After lengthy discussion and consideration the VGC (established in 1985 
as an ad hoc committee of the town) approached the Select Board to request a 
change to official town committee status. Under the original ad hoc designation 
the VGC’s activities, most notable the Harvest Festival, were covered by the 
town’s insurance. Recently it came to the committee’s attention that such 
coverage was no longer applicable. On June 12, 2012, the Temple Board of 
Selectmen voted to formally establish the Village Green Committee as a Town 
Committee, thus ensuring that the group could safely continue its fundraising 
and community activities for the benefit of the town. To assure that VGC 
funds would remain VGC-controlled, a trust fund was established allowing the 
committee to continue its mission. See below: 


We, the undersigned being one hundred per cent of the members of the 
Village Green Committee, hereby grant, give and convey the sum of $3597.45 
in trust to the Town of Temple, a municipal corporation of the State of New 
Hampshire. Said gift is to be held by the Trustees of the Trust Funds and to be 
used to support and carry out projects, at the committee’s discretion, focusing on 
the maintenance, improvement, repair and beautification of town-owned green 
areas in the Town of Temple. 


All decisions as to the expenditure of these funds and any funds added 
subsequently to this trust shall be made by the Village Green Committee. From 
this date forward the Village Green Committee shall be constituted by a vote 
of the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Temple. There shall be a maximum 
of nine (9) members and three (3) alternates (number of members to be 
determined yearly by request of the Village Green Committee to the Temple 
Select Board) who shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen for staggered 
terms such that no more than three (3) regular members and one (1) alternate 
member shall be appointed in any one year. 


Village Green Committee 


Should the VGC cease to function for (5) years, any remaining monies in the 
Trust Fund may be expended by the Select Board but only for the purposes stated 


above. 


Following reorganization, the VGC continued its mission to aid in 
the maintenance and beautification of the town center and the common. 
Fundraising for 2012 included a plant sale in June, a dance in June and a wreath 
sale in December. Our most noteworthy ongoing project is working with Tim 
Fiske and Jon Nute, Hillsborough County Cooperative Extension Forester, to 
clean up and replace the damaged maple trees on the common. The VGC 
applied for and received a grant from the Temple 250th Anniversary Fund to 
aid in this endeavor. We plan to have new maple trees planted in the spring of 
2013. Projects in 2012 included the purchase of fertilizer for the common, the 
purchase of flowers and mulch, the planting of the Memorial Bed and all of the 
town center garden spaces, the watering and weeding of those garden spaces 
throughout the season, the purchase and hanging of holiday wreaths on town- 
owned buildings and other buildings in the village center, and the roping of the 
common rails with holiday greenery.

Monadnock Family Services is actively serving residents of the Town of Temple 
through the provision of quality mental health counseling and rehabilitation 
services to anyone who needs them-regardless of their ability to pay. In addition 
to being the region’s only emergency mental health crisis service, MFS offers a 
variety of treatment programs for our community. Our Adult Outpatient Services 
program provides mental health evaluation and treatment, as well as medication 
evaluation and monitoring, counseling, and specialized group services. Our Child, 
Adolescent, & Family Services program is designed to support and promote good 
mental health in children and every member of the family. The Monadnock 
Substance Abuse Services program helps people develop new, healthier behaviors 
and make positive changes in their lives. Our broad array of services to residents 
of the Town of Temple also includes the Monadnock Volunteer Center, In SHAPE 
for Adults and Children, Acting Out, and the Monadnock Adult Care Center. 


Your ongoing support of our work is deeply appreciated, and we hope that 
our partnership in caring for the residents of Temple will continue. We pursue 
many other sources of funding, such as the Monadnock United Way, grants, and 
additional fundraising efforts conducted in concert with our Board of Directors. 
Each source, however, helps with only a portion of the total cost of care. 


We thank you for your many years of financial support and ask for your continued 
allocation to help underwrite the cost of services we provide to the uninsured and 
underinsured individuals in your community.

We give frequent rides to a young mom with three kids. One day her husband 
just ran off and took the family’s only vehicle with him. She has no relatives 
living close by, and her friends cannot supply her with all the trips she needs to get 
groceries and take the kids to the doctor. Luckily, she heard about CVTC, and now 


she is able to meet her basic needs until she can afford to buy a car of her own. 


Everyone knows on some level that there are unmet needs within their 
community. Until you hear a story like this one, though, it doesn’t really hit 
home. According to Monadnock United Way, transportation is the greatest need 
in the Monadnock region after affordable housing. CVTC was established the fall 
of 2008 to respond to the transportation needs of residents in Antrim, Bennington, 
Dublin, Francestown, Greenfield, Greenville, Hancock, Jaffrey, New Ipswich, 
Peterborough, Rindge, Sharon and Temple. 


Thanks in part to your support in the 2012 town budget, CVTC volunteer 
drivers were able to provide 2,450 trips during our last fiscal year for residents of 
the Eastern Monadnock region. Destinations included doctors’ offices, grocery 
stores, cardiac rehabilitation, life-saving dialysis therapy, and cancer treatments in 
Keene, Lebanon and Boston. 


While the Volunteer Driver Program serves the immediate needs, our 
carpooling program — Monadnock Rideshare — is building a Monadnock-wide 
transportation resource by helping people form carpools to work, errands, events 
and school. We now have over 300 rides posted at www.MonadnockRideshare.org 


Our funding comes from individual donors, corporate sponsors, town support, 
foundation grants and federal grants. CVTC continues to be a Monadnock 
United Way partner agency. We also receive support from the Bean Family 
Foundation. The majority of our budget comes from federal funds, but diversified 
funding is key to sustainability. Our federal grants must be matched by local funds, 
and town support is a vital part of that match. 


We ask that you continue granting $500 to support CVTC in the 2013 town 
budget.
